Eventually, Shanna passed away at age 14. At the 
funeral services, I spoke of the lovely song Shanna 
sang.

Death is an essential part of our mortal experience.

Let dough rise 
for 2 hours, or until double in size, 
Punch dough down and let stand for 
10 minutes.
